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Foreword .. . 


The Demons, a newcomer and unknown quantity to the 
P:S.L., created quite a shock in the Soccer fraternity all round 
Australia by being admitted to the Philips League. 

However, Blacktown City had participated in the game 
since the early fifties under the name of Toongabbie Junior 
Soecer Club at their old home ground, Girraween Park, which 
is still used by Toongabbie Juniors, a subsidiary of the Senior 
Club, at Seven Hills. 

The name change from Toongabbie to Blacktown City was 
established in Season 1979. 

Prior to this, old Toongabbie has been represented from 
Second Division to Inter-Suburban, Sydney Amateur League 
and State League in the Senior ranks, while the Club’s Junior 
teams have always been represented and still are in the Granville 
Districts Association. 

It was not until 1975, and with the establishment of their 
licensed Club, that semi-professional soccer was introduced into 
the Senior ranks. 

Blacktown City was the first State League Club to appoint 
a full-time coach and manager, and also opened their own 
Stadium and sports store in 1979. 

From this time on the name of the DEMONS was also 
adopted and the Club went ahead with giant,strides. 

Our three Senior teams performed well, the First Grade 
reaching the Semi-Final, while the Second Grade played in the 
Grand Final. 

A similar result was obtained by the three Federation Youth 
teams. 

Eleven teams participating in the Granville Junior District 
reached the Finals out of 27 Junior teams. Certainly a record 
of which to be proud. 

The membership of the Licensed Club increased from 250 
to 1,500 and is still rising. 

Extensions to the Clubhouse will start very shortly and a 
double story will be built in connection with the present 
Clubhouse. 

Seating for 1,000 spectators at the Stadium has been erected 
for this season. 


Visiting teams of the P.S.L. were thoroughly impressed with 
the lay-out and set-up of the Club in general, the facilities 
available and general management of the Club. 

Many players of different nationalities have, and are, still 
representing our Club, which as such obtained and established a 
typical Australian outlook in Senior and Junior grades alike. 

The Club also has a hard-working Ladies’ Committee which 
is actively engaged in very fruitful work raising finance for 
the teams. Sponsorships have been obtained from well established 
firms and other sources. 

Many new players have signed up with the Club in the 
off-season to strengthen last season’s side. It is a pleasure to 
see that the accent of the new signings was on youth, who will 
be able to play and serve the Club with their talent for many 
years to come. 

Supporters can join the Football Section within our Club 
which entitles them to free admittance to all home games. 

There is also a Junior Supporters Club introduced, which 
offers the youngsters in our District many benefits and enter- 
tainment outside the actual game. 

There is no doubt that the Board of Directors, Management, 
Coach, Players, Members and all Sub-Committees of the 
DEMONS are working hard to prove their critics wrong, that 
our Club should never have been included in the Philips Soccer 
League. 

, A new wave of enthusiasm not only entered the Club, but 
also in the surrounding districts, right up to Penrith. 

The amazing fact that 120 Junior players turned up to 
a Coaching Clinic after the season, instead of the 40-odd boys 
expected, proved that the name, Blacktown City, had been 
accepted all round. 

A new established Promotion Committee faces the enormous 
task to win over the media, not only in the district, but in 
general as well. 

This coming season is going to be the most important one 
in the Club’s history, but I am confident that if everybody pulls 
their weight and the general public and Soccer followers in the 
district come to Gabbie Stadium to support the teams, then the 
players will produce the goods and entertain their supporters 
with exciting games of football.

Profile on Bobby Charlton 


BOBBY CHARLTON was spotted as a 14-year-old boy by 

Joe Armstrong, a Manchester United scout, during an East 
Northumberland schoolboys’ game between Hepburn and Jarrow 
schoolboys. In 1953 in the month of July, he signed at the age of 
15 for Manchester United after offers from 18 clubs, and played 
the grand total of 606 games for this Club, scoring 198 goals. 

He made his First Division debut against Charlton Athletic, 
scoring two goals. In April, 1958, he gained his first cap for 
England at Hampden Park versus Scotland and obtained 106 
caps altogether, scoring 49 goals for his country. 

Bobby was in the tragic air crash of the Matt Busby Babes 
and ever since has a deep dread of flying. As such, we should 
appreciate Bobby’s presence here this afternoon at Gabbie 
Stadium. 

He has had other ups and downs as well, one of them 
being selected for the 1958 England World Cup Team and then 
having to watch his country play from the sidelines in Sweden. 
Followed by winning a World Cup Medal in 1966. 

In 1963 he won his first F.A. Cup Medal versus Leicester 
City at Wembley. His first European Cup Medal in 1968 at 
Wembley was against Benefica (Portugal). 

In 1966 he was selected Footballer of the Year in England, 
and in the same year European Footballer of the Year. 

Blacktown City is certainly proud to have such a famous 
player and great footballer as Bobby Charlton in our midst, and 
we extend a rousing and happy welcome to one of the greatest 
players ever produced in the world of football. 

On behalf of all Blacktown City supporters and St. George 
fans, we wish Bobby an enjoyable game this afternoon.
